Sec.  41.4.  Definitions 
(a)  Hotel 


15  Any  building  or  structure  which  is  subject  to 

registration  and  licensing  as  a  hotel  under  the 

17  provisions  of  Section  160  of  Part  III  (Miscellaneous) 

13  of  the  Municipal  Code 

19  (b)  Residential  Hotel 

20  A  hotel  which  is  not  exempted  from  this  ordinance 

21  pursuant  to  Section  41.5  of  this  Chapter. 

22  ( c )  Residential  Hotel  Unit 

23  Any  living  unit  in  a  residential  hotel  occupied  by  a 

24  permanent  resident  on  or  subsequent  to  November  23, 

25  1979. 
(d)  Residential  Use  poCUWI£NT3  DEPT. 
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Occupancy  of  a  living  unit  in  a  residential  hotel  by  a 
permanent  resident. 

(e)  Permanent  Resident 

A  person  who  occupies  a  living  unit  intending  it  to  be 
his  permanent  residence  or  sleeping  place  or  a  person 
occupying  a  living  unit  for  at  least  thirty-two  (32) 
consecutive  days. 

(f )  Tourist  Hotel  Unit 

Any  living  unit  which  was  last  occupied  on  or  prior  to 
November  23,  1979,  otherwise  than  by  a  permanent 
resident;  or  any  living  unit  which  has  been 
continuously  vacant  from  November  23,  1974  to  November 
23,  1979 

(g)  Tourist  Use 

Occupancy  of  a  living  unit  otherwise  than  by  a 
permanent  resident;  or  occupancy  of  a  unit  leased  by  a 
business  entity,  whether  on  a  short-term  or  long-term 
basis,  for  occasional  temporary  use  of  its  employees 
and  guests. 

(h)  Legal  Tourist  Unit. 

A  living  unit  in  a  residential  hotel  which  may  be 
occupied  in  tourist  use,  following  the  termination  of 
occupancy  by  a  permanent  resident,  without  its  being  an 
unlawful  conversion,  because  the  unit  has  been 
designated  as  a  legal  tourist  unit  following 
certification  of  the  number  of  legal  tourist  units  to 
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which  the  owner  is  entitled  pursuant  to  Section  41.5(c) 
or  41.13. 

(i)  Apartment  Unit 

Any  living  unit  in  a  building  containing  more  than  four 
living  units,  excluding  living  units  in  hotels,  jails, 
asylums,  sanitariums,  orphanages,  prisons,  detention 
homes  and  other  institutions  in  which  human  beings  are 
housed  and  detained  under  legal  restraint  and 
hospitals,  excluding  living  units  in  buildings  with  a 
single  dwelling  unit  and  not  more  than  four   (4)  guest 
rooms  or  with  two  dwelling  units  and  not  more  than 
three   (3)   guest  rooms,  and  excluding  boarding  houses 
and  lodging  houses  containing  not  more  than  five  guest 
rooms  and  nursing  homes  for  not  more  tha  six  persons. 

( j )     Convert,  or  Conversion 

To  change  the  use  of  an  apartment  unit  to  tourist  use, 
or  to  change  the  use  of  a  residential  hotel  unit  other 
than  a  legal  tourist  unit  to  any  other  use  than 
.  residential  use,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
change  to  tourist  use,  or  to  vacate  or  change  the  use 
of  a  legal  tourist  unit  occupied  by  a  permanent 
resident  by  means  of  one  or  more  acts  of  conversion,  or 
to  eliminate  any  living  unit  in  a  residential  hotel 
which  had  been  in  residential  use  on  or  after  November 
23,  1979  and  had  been  vacated  or  converted,  by 
demolition.     The  fact  that  a  residential  hotel  unit 
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becomes  vacant  is  not  in  and  of  itself  to  be  deemed  a 
change  of  use  constituting  a  conversion.  The 
continuance  of  a  conversion,  whether  the  conversion  was 
prohibited  by  this  ordinance  or  by  former  Article  1.4 
(Sections  109.8  through  109.15,  inclusive)   of  Chapter  8 
(Police  Code)   of  Part  II  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
r:ode,  by  failing  to  offer  the  living  unit  for  rental  to 
permanent  residents  on  a  weekly  or  monthly  basis,  or  to 
restore  the  living  unit  to  exclusively  residential  use 
by  renting  to  a  permanent  resident  after  changing  a 
residential  hotel  unit  or  apartment  unit  to  another  use 
is  to  be  deemed  prohibited  by  this  ordinance  wherever 
the  conversion  itself  was  contrary  to  law.     The  fact 
that  a  living  unit  in  a  residential  hotel  other  than  a 
legal  tourist  unit  is  used  otherwise  than  in 
residential  use  after  June  30,  1981,  or  that  a  living 
unit  in  a  residential  hotel  is  used  otherwise  than  in 
residential  use  after  the  date  it  ceases  to  be 
designated  as  a  legal  tourist  unit,  shall  be  deemed  a 
conversion.     The  fact  that  a  permanent  resident  moves 
from  a  legal  tourist  unit,  and  the  use  of  the  unit  is 
subsequently  changed  to  tourist  use  while  the  unit 
continues  to  be  designated  as  a  legal  tourist  unit,  is 
only  to  be  considered  a  conversion  if  such  permanent 
resident  moved  because  of  acts  of  conversion. 
( k)     Act  of  Conversion 
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An  act  of  an  owner  of  a  residential  hotel  or  an 
apartment  unit,  or  of  any  agent  of  an  owner,  tending  to 
result  in  conversion,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
the  commission  of  any  of  the  following  acts  with 
respect  to  a  residential  hotel  or  residential  hotel 
unit  or  apartment  unit: 

(1)  Evicting  a  tenant  or  tenants,  or  giving  or 
causing  to  be  given  any  notice  terminating  the 
tenancy  of  a  tenant  or  tenants,  for  any  reason 
other  than  just  causes  under  the  Residential  Rent 
Stabilization  and  Arbitration  ordinance; 

(2)  Moving  or  threatening  or  attempting  to  move  a 
tenant  from  one  unit  to  another  unit  for  the  stated 
purpose  of  renovating  said  tenant's  unit  and  not 
allowing  the  tenant  to  reoccupy  the  unit  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  such  renovation; 

(3)  Changing  the  terms  on  which  rent  is  paid  from 
a  monthly  or  weekly  rent  to  a  daily  rate; 

(4)  Refusing  to  rent  a  unit  on  a  monthly  and/or 
weekly  term  when  it  has  been  so  rented; 

(5)  Making  improvements  which  make  a  residential 
hotel  unit  particularly  suited  to  another  use  or 
occupancy,  or  which  make  an  apartment  unit 
particularly  suited  for  tourist  use;  when  done  for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  a  conversion. 

(6)  Allowing  accumulation  of  garbage  or  debris  or 
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otherwise  failing  to  maintain  standards  of 
habitability  as  specified  in  Article  4  of  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Code  or  Section  17920.3  of  the 
California  Health  and  Safety  Code,  or  commiting  any 
other  act  which,   if  pursued  by  the  authorities, 
would  result  in  an  abatement  order  against  an  owner 
of  the  building; 

(7)  Making  repairs  to  a  unit  vacated  due  to  fire 
when  done  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  a 
conversion; 

(8)  Failing  to  publicize  the  availability  of 
vacant  units; 

(9)  Advertising  a  unit  not  permitted  to  be 
converted  to  tourist  use,  for  tourist  use; 

(10)  Performing  acts  against  tenants  for  the 
purpose  of  forcing  or  encouraging  a  tenant  of  a 
residential  hotel  unit  or  apartment  unit  to  move, 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(A)  Decreasing  the  level  of  any  service; 

(B)  Withdrawing  measures  designed  to  provide  for 
the  safety  of  the  tenants; 

(C)  Harrassing,  or  attempting  to  intimidate,  a 
tenant; 

(D)  Informing  a  tenant  that  he  or  she  must 
vacate  any  unit  except  as  provided  by  the  San 
Francisco  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
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Ordinance; 

(E)  Locking  out  a  tenant  by  changing  locks  on 
the  door; 

(F)  Instituting  a  rent  increase  that  is  not 
permitted  without  giving  rise  to  a  right  of 
arbitration  within  the  guidelines  under  the  San 
Francisco  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration 
Ordinance,  or  which  violates  any  other  statute 
or  ordinance  regulating  rents. 

(11)     Demolition  or  structural  gutting  of  the 
building  or  any  significant  portion  thereof,  unless 
authorized  by  permit. 
The  commission  of  any  of  the  foregoing  enumerated  acts 
shall  be  presumed  to  tend  to  conversion,  and  to  be  so 
intended. 
(1)  Low  Income  Household 

A  tenant  or  household  whose  income  does  not  exceed  80% 
of  area  median  income,  as  established  pursuant  to 
Section  50079.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code  and  published  in  Title  25  of  the  California 
Administrative  Code,  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco, 
(m)   Low-Income  Housing 

Housing  available,   at  affordable  rent  or  affordable 
housing  costs  as  defined  in  Sections  50052.5  and  50053 
of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  in  Title 
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25  of  the  California  Administrative  Code,  to  low  income 
households . 
(n)  Owner 

(1)  Owner  includes  any  person  or  legal  entity 
holding  any  ownership  interest  in  a  residential 
hotel  or  a  building  containing  four  or  more 
apartment  units;  any  person  or  legal  entity  to 
which  a  hotel  license  is  issued  for  a  residential 
hotel,  or  which  holds  a  certificate  of  occupancy 
for  a  residential  hotel  or  for  a  building 
containing  four  or  more  apartment  units;  any  person 
or  legal  entity  which  is  the  lessee  of  a 
residential  hotel  or  of  a  building  containing  four 
or  more  apartment  units;  and  any  manager  or 
management  entity  of  a  residential  hotel  or  of  a 
building  containing  four  or  more  apartment  units. 

(2)  "Ownership"  includes  any  financial  interest, 
of  10  percent  or  greater,  whether  direct,  indirect, 
or  beneficial,   in  any  business  entity,  mutual  fund, 
or  trust  which  is  an  owner,  except  the  interest  of 
a  trustee  or  co-trustee.     The  interests  of  spouses 
and  dependent  children  are  to  be  included  in 
determining  whether  financial  interest  amounts  to 
10  percent. 

(o)   Permit  of  Occupancy 

A  permit  of  occupancy  as  required  by  Section  306.3  of 
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Chapter  1  (Building  Code)  or  by  Section  1102  of  Chapter 
12   (Housing  Code)  of  Part  II  of  the  Municipal  Code. 

Section  2.     Section  41.5  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  is  amended  to  read: 

Sec.  41.5.     Initial  Status  Determinations;  Exemptions 

(a)  Automatic  exemptions. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any 
former  residential  hotel  unit  or  apartment  unit  that 
had  been  converted  to  another  use  or  had  been 
demolished  prior  to  November  23,  1979,  except  as  this 
ordinance  requires  reporting  of  the  status  of  all 
living  units  in  residential  hotels.     The  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  relating  to  hotels  shall  not  apply  to 
any  hotel  not  subject  to  registration  and  licensing  as 
a  hotel  on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance.     Nothing  herein  shall  apply  to   (a)  the 
change  in  use  of  a  residential  hotel  unit  where  the 
unit  has  been  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation 
prior  to  November  23,  1979  and  ordered  to  be  vacated  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Health,  nor  to  (b)  the 
demolition  of  residential  units  declared  to  be  public 
nuisances  by  the  Superior  Court  where  such  demolition 
is  ordered  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  pursuant 
to  Article  2  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code  or  any 
other  applicable  laws  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance,  nor  to   (c)   the  conversion  of 
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residential  hotel  units  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  an 
Urban  Development  Action  Grant  as  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  prior  to  February  8,  1981. 

(b)  Exemption  filings. 

(1)  There  shall  be  exempted  from  this  ordinance 
all  hotels  in  which  on  November  23,  1979  more  than 
95%  of  the  living  units  were  either  tourist  hotel 
units  or  were  renting  at  monthly  rates  exceeding 
$1000  per  month,  if  a  statement  of  exemption  is 
filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  by 
April  19,  1981.    Owners  of  hotels  qualifying  as 
exempt  under  this  subdivision  shall  pay  a  filing 
fee  of  $15.00  and  file  their  statement  of  exemption 
with  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  stating  the  number 
of  living  units  and  the  number  of  residential  hotel 
units  not  renting  at  monthly  rates  exceeding  $1000 
per  month  and  identifying  the  latter  by  room  or 
apartment  number  or  specific  location. 

(2)  Partially-Completed  Conversions. 
(A)  An  exemption  may  be  approved  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission  for  exemption  for  conversion 
of  residential  hotel  units,  up  to  the  declared 
number  of  units  which  had  been  declared  as 
intended  to  be  converted  prior  to  November  23, 
1979,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

(i)     Prior  to  November  23,  1979,  the  owner, 
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or  a  previous  owner,  shall  have  declared  in  a 
clearly  demonstrable  manner  the  intention  to 
convert  all  or  a  stated  percentage  of 
residential  hotel  units  in  the  subject 
building  to  tourist  hotel  units; 

(ii)  Prior  to  November  23,  1979  the  owner,  or 
a  previous  owner,  shall  have  acted  on  such 
intention  by  commencing  work  on  extensive 
physical  improvements  above  and  beyond 
cosmetic  work  and  code  work  required  by  the 
City  through  its  systematic  inspection 
program,  in  preparation  for  such  conversion; 

(iii)  At  least  35%  of  the  units  which  had 
been  intended  to  be  converted  shall  have  in 
fact  been  converted  prior  to  November  23, 
1979. 

(iv)  The  tenant  of  each  unit  to  be  converted 
is  provided  a  lifetime  right  of  occupancy 
pursuant  to  Section  41.12  of  this  Chapter  by 
April  19,  1981;  and 

(v)  Upon  conversion  of  each  unit  following 
the  termination  of  the  lifetime  right  of 
occupancy  $250.00  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Residential  Hotel  Preservation  Fund  of  the 
San  Francisco  Housing  Development  Fund,  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  of  the  fund  pursuant  to 
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Section  41.7 (a) . 

(B)  Owners  of  hotels  eligible  for  this 
exemption  shall  file  their  claim  of  exemption  by 
April  19,  1981,  and  shall  pay  a  filing  fee  of 
$115.00  to  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  to 
cover  its  cost  of  investigating  and  reporting  on 
eligibility,  and  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  also  collect  $250.00  to  defray 
the  cost  of  review  of  the  application  by  the 
Planning  Commission.     The  determinations  of 
eligibility  required  by  this  Section  shall  be 
made  by  the  Planning  Commission,   at  a  public 
hearing  following  report  and  recommendation  by 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  within  30 
days  following  the  filing  of  the  claim  of 
exemption. 

(C)  No  residential  hotel  shall  be  eligible  for 
an  exemption  under  this  subsection  if  any 
current  owner  of  the  building  has: 

(i)  knowingly  caused  any  tenant  to  be 
vacated  from  his  or  her  premises  in  the 
subject  property  except  as  provided  in  the 
San  Francisco  Rent  Stabilization  and 
Arbitration  Ordinance  and  applicable  general 
law;  or 

(ii)  caused  any  tenant  to  be  vacated  from 
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his  or  her  premises  in  the  subject  property 
by  the  use  of  coercion,  intimidation,  undue 
influence,  or  any  means  not  in  accordance 
with  applicable  state  and  municipal  law;  or 
(iii)     knowingly  caused  the  conversion  of  any 
residential  hotel  unit  or  committed  one  or 
more  acts  of  conversion  with  the  intention  of 
causing  conversion,  subsequent  to  November 
23,  1979,  in  violation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Residential  Hotel  Unit  Conversion,  Demolition 
and  Change  in  Use  Ordinance  or  of  this 
Chapter. 

(3)  There  shall  be  exempted  from  this  ordinance 
units  to  be  eliminated  in  the  process  of 
rehabilitating  a  residential  hotel,  where  the 
entire  building  will  continue  to  be  exclusively  in 
residential  hotel  use  and  the  building  will  be 
completely  occupied  as  low-income  housing,  under 
the  following  circumstances: 

(A)  The  elimination  of  units  is  necessary  or 
desirable  to  improve  the  habitability  of  the 
remaining  units; 

(B)  Relocation  is  minimized  by  providing 
alternate  living  quarters  within  the  building 
whenever  possible  whenever  it  is  necessary  to 
displace  a  household  from  its  living  unit,  and 
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relocation  payments  are  made  to  households 
displaced  from  the  building  in  the  amounts 
authorized  or  required  by  the  Uniform  Relocation 
Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition 
Policies  Act  of  1970   (P.L.  91-646)   as  amended, 
and  implementing  regulations;  and 
(C)  Continued  use  of  all  units  as  low-income 
housing  for  not  less  than  25  years  is  assured  by 
regulatory  agreement  entered  into  with  the 
Housing  Development  Fund  which  provides  that  the 
civil  penalties  of  this  ordinance  will  apply  for 
each  unit  converted  to  other-than-low- income 
housing  during  the  25-year  period  as  if  it  had 
been  converted  to  another  use  than  as  a 
residential  hotel  unit. 
To  claim  this  exemption  an  owner  shall  file  a  claim 
for  exemption  with  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  by  April  19,  1981,  paying  a  filing  fee 
of  $115.00  to  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  to 
cover  its  costs  of  investigating  and  reporting  on 
eligibility.     Claims  may  be  challenged  within  45 
days  by  any  person.     Such  challenges  shall  be 
resolved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Building 
Inspection  or  his  designee,  and  his  determination 
shall  be  final. 

(4)     Statements  and  claims  of  exemption,  and 
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supporting  documents,  shall  be  readily  available 
for  public  inspection, 
(c)   Initial  status  determination. 

(1)  By  March  20,  1981  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  provide  to  every  known  owner  of 
every  building  shown  on  the  records  of  the  Bureau 
as  last  having  been  occupied  as  a  hotel,  a  summary 
of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  the  manner 
of  obtaining  exemptions,  and  the  necessity  of  unit 
usage  reporting. 

(2)  The  owner  of  each  hotel  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  unless  filing  a 
statement  of  exemption  for  the  hotel,  or  a  claim  of 
exemption  for  all  of  the  living  units  in  the  hotel, 
shall  file  by  April  19,  1981  an  initial  Unit  Usage 
Report  stating  the  room  or  apartment  number  of  each 
unit  in  the  hotel  as  of  November  23,  1979  and 
whether  it  was  occupied  by  a  permanent  resident  or 
occupied  otherwise  than  by  a  permanent  resident, 
or,   if  vacant,  whether  it  had  been  vacant  since 
November  23,  1974,  or  if  not  whether  it  was  last 
occupied  previous  to  November  23,  1979  by  a 
permanent  resident,  or  was  last  occupied  previous 
to  November  23,  1979  otherwise  than  by  a  permanent 
resident.    The  report  shall  provide  the  same 
information  as  of  February  8,  1981,  and  shall 
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indicate  the  room  or  apartment  number  of  each  unit 
which  is  proposed  to  be  treated  as  a  legal  tourist 
unit  commencing  July  1,  1981   (not  to  exceed  the 
number  of  units  which  can  be  allowed  as  legal 
tourist  units  pursuant  to  subdivision  (3)  of  this 
subsection) .     Owners  of  hotels  for  which  a 
statement  of  exemption  for  the  hotel,  or  a  claim  of 
exemption  for  all  of  the  living  units  in  the  hotel 
has  been  filed,  shall  file  an  initial  unit  usage 
report  within  30  days  of  a  final  determination  of 
ineligibility  of  the  hotel,  or  of  any  living  unit 
in  the  hotel,  for  the  exemption  claimed.     The  owner 
shall  conspicuously  post  the  information  included 
in  the  initial  unit  usage  report  in  the  lobby 
within  10  days  of  filing,   to  remain  posted  until 
the  first  annual  posting  required  by  section  41.13, 
subdivision   (d) ,  and  shall  furnish  each  tenant  with 
a  copy. 

(3)  The  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
certify  from  the  initial  Unit  Usage  Report  and 
accompanying  supporting  data,  the  number  of  legal 
tourist  units  to  which  the  owner  is  entitled.  Such 
number  shall  be  the  number  of  units  which  the  owner 
establishes  by  clear  and  convincing  evidence  to 
have  been  tourist  hotel  units.     An  owner  may 
instead  submit  hotel  tax  returns  for  the  Calendar 
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Year  1979  in  order  to  establish  a  greater  number  of 
legal  tourist  units,  in  which  case  the  proportion 
of  residential  and  tourist  units  shall  be 
calculated  by  weighting  the  amount  paid  by 
permanent  residents  twice   (on  the  assumption  that 
transient  rates  per  unit  per  day  are  twice  the 
rates  applicable  to  permanent  residents  if 
calculated  on  a  daily  basis) ,  and  prorating  the 
resultng  percentages  of  residential  and  tourist  use 
to  the  number  of  units  in  the  building.     The  first 
calculation  shall  be  for  the  Calendar  Year  1979. 
In  order  to  give  greater  weight  to  historic  tourist 
season  occupancy,  a  second  determination  shall  be 
made  for  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  1979,  and 
the  number  of  legal  tourist  units  shall  be  the 
average  of  the  two  numbers  calculated  by  the  two 
methods,  one  based  on  the  entire  calendar  year  and 
the  other  on  the  quarter  ending  September  30, 
1979.     The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall 
certify  the  number  of  legal  tourist  units  as 
calculated  by  the  owner  from  hotel  tax  returns, 
correcting  any  arithmetic  errors  or  omissions.  If 
it  is  determined  that  the  number  of  legal  tourist 
units  requested  to  be  designated  exceeds  the 
owner's  entitlement,  the  Superintendent  shall 
determine  which  of  the  units  proposed  as  legal 
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tourist  units  will  not  be  so  designated,  such 
decision  of  the  Superintendent  shall  be  final,  and 
the  information  required  by  subdivision   (2)  of  this 
subsection  to  be  conspicuously  posted  shall  be 
replaced  with  the  correct  information  within  30 
days  following  such  decision. 

(4)     If  no  initial  unit  usage  report,  or  statement 
of  exemption  or  claim  of  exemption  for  all  of  the 
units,  is  filed  for  a  hotel  by  April  19,  1981,  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall  mail  a  notice 
to  the  owner  of  record  by  registered  or  certified 
mail,   return  receipt  requested,  indicating  an 
intent  to  revoke  the  permit  of  occupancy  if  the 
report,  statement,  or  claim  is  not  filed  within  10 
days.     The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  may  upon 
application  of  an  owner  and  for  reasonable  cause 
grant  an  extension  of  time  for  the  filing  of  the 
initial  Unit  Usage  Report  for  a  period  not  in 
excess  of  30  days  following  the  mailing  of  the 
notice.     On  the  date  when  the  10  days,  or  the 
extension,  expires,  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  shall  revoke  the  permit  of  occupancy  of 
any  hotel  for  which  a  statement  of  exemption  for 
the  hotel,  a  claim  of  exemption  for  all  of  the 
living  units  in  the  hotel,  or  an  initial  unit  usage 
report  is  not  timely  filed,  and  shall  institute 
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legal  proceedings  pursuant  to  Article  II  of  Chapter 
I   (Building  Code)   of  Part  II  of  the  Municipal  Code 
against  the  owner  of  record  of  each  such  hotel 
shown  on  its  records  as  last  having  been  occupied 
as  a  hotel  and  which  does  not,  within  30  days 
following  the  notice,  file  a  statement  of  exemption 
for  the  hotel,  a  claim  of  exemption  for  all  of  the 
living  units  in  the  hotel,  or  an  initial  unit  usage 
report. 

(5)     Information  contained  in  an  initial  Unit  Usage 
Report  filed  pursuant  to  subdivision  (2)  of  this 
Section  or  the  initial  determination  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  pursuant  to 
subdivision  (3)  of  this  Section  may  be  challenged 
by  any  person,  within  60  days  of  the  filing  or 
determination,  as  the  case  may  be.     Initial  unit 
usage  reports  and  supporting  documents  shall  be 
readily  available  for  public  inspection.  The 
Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  or  his  or  her 
designee  shall  pass  upon  such  challenges.  The 
decision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Building 
Inspection  or  his  or  her  designee  shall  be  final 
with  regard  to  the  status  for  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  of  a  hotel  and  of  the  various  units  in 
the  hotel.     In  case  of  judicial  review  of  a 
determination  of  the  number  of  legal  tourist  units 
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based  on  unit  usage  as  of  November  23,  1979,  the 
court  may  consider  evidence  not  made  available  at 
the  time  of  initial  determination,  and  the  initial 
determination  may  be  set  aside  if  not  supported  by 
a  preponderance  of  the  evidence. 

(6)     A  $15.00  fee  shall  be  charged  for  filing  the 
initial  unit  usage  report  of  a  residential  hotel. 
.(d)  Actions  Unlawful. 

(1)  It  shall  be  unlawful,  unless  exempted  by  this 
Section  or  by  Section  41.14  of  this  Chapter,  for  an 
owner  to  convert  a  residential  hotel  unit  or 
apartment  unit  without  first  obtaining  a  Permit  to 
Convert  from  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  in 
accordance  with  this  ordinance. 

(2)  It  shall  be  unlawful,  unless  exempted  by  this 
section  or  by  Section  41.14  of  this  Chapter,  for  an 
owner  or  the  agent  of  an  owner  of  a  residential 
hotel  or  of  a  building  containing  one  or  more 
apartment  units  to  commit  any  act  of  conversion 
with  intent  to  convert,  without  first  obtaining  a 
Permit  To  Convert  from  the  Central  Permit  Bureau  in 
accordance  with  this  ordinance. 

(3)  The  remedies  for  conversion,  for  committing 
acts  of  conversion  with  intent  to  convert,  and  for 
other  violations  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  as 
prescribed  in  Section  41.15  of  this  Chapter. 
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Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  this  Code,  the 
Municipal  Code,  or  general  law  or  ordinances,  it 
shall  not  be  a  misdemeanor  to  violate  this 
ordinance  by  converting  or  committing  acts  of 
conversion  as  made  unlawful  by  this  ordinance. 
However,  nothing  in  this  section  is  intended  to 
remove  criminal  penalties  for  such  acts  if  in 
violation  of  other  ordinances  or  provisions  of  this 
Code  or  of  other  Codes,  apart  from  this  Chapter, 
(e)  Costs  of  Enforcement. 

The  costs  of  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  unless 
otherwise  borne  by  the  applicant  or  by  special  fees, 
shall  be  borne  from  the  proceeds  of  the  hotel  license 
fee  attributable  to  residential  hotels.  The 
Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  shall  annually 
report  these  costs  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
purpose  of  adjusting  the  hotel  license  fee  for 
residential  hotels  for  the  following  year  to  reimburse 
the  costs  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  the 
Department  of  City  Planning,  and  the  City  Attorney  in 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  3.     Section  41.13  of  the  San  Francisco

1,  1981,  the  license  applicant  shall  file  with  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  an  annual  Unit  Usage 
Report  containing  the  following  information: 

(1)  The  room  or  apartment  number  of  each  unit  in 
the  hotel  as  of  December  1  of  the  year  preceding 
the  calendar  year  for  which  hotel  license  issuance 
or  renewal  is  sought  and  whether  the  unit  was  in 
residential  use  or  tourist  use,  or  was  vacant  on 
that  date,  and,  if  vacant,  whether  it  had  been 
vacant  since  November  23,  1974,  or  if  not  whether 
it  was  last  in  residential  use  or  tourist  use. 

(2)  The  room  or  apartment  number  of  each  unit  in 
the  hotel  which  as  of  December  1  of  the  year 
preceding  the  calendar  year  for  which  hotel  license 
issuance  or  renewal  is  sought  was  designated  as  a 
legal  tourist  unit,  and  the  room  or  apartment 
number  of  each  unit  which  is  proposed  to  be 
designated  as  a  legal  tourist  unit  for  the  period 
until  expiration  of  the  renewed  hotel  license  (but 
not  to  exceed  the  number  of  units  which  had  been 
claimed  and  certified  in  the  initial  unit  usage 
report) . 

(3)  The  rent  actually  charged  for  each  currently 
occupied  unit; 

(4)  All  rent  raises  within  the  last  year  for  each 
unit; 
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(5)  Whether  each  such  unit  is  rented  by  the  day, 
week,  or  month  and  any  changes  in  such  rental  terms 
within  the  last  preceding  year  or,  for  years  after 
the  first  annual  report,  for  the  time  since  the 
last  previous  report? 

(6)  What  services  are  provided  to  the  residents  of 
each  unit,  be  it  a  residential  hotel  unit  or  a 
tourist  hotel  unit;  and 

(7)  All  evictions  during  the  past  year,  date  of 
such  evictions,  and  all  causes  for  such  evictions. 

(b)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall  make  written 
request  to  the  owners  for  filing  of  the  annual  unit 
usage  report  if  it  is  not  timely  filed. 

(c)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Insj^ction  shall  include  a  fee 
of  $10.00  in  the  hotel  license  fee  for  Residential 
Hotels  to  cover  the  cost  of  processing  the  annual  unit 
usage  report. 

(d)  The  permit  holder  shall  conspicuously  post  the 
information  required  by  subdivisions   (1)   and   (2)  of 
subsection   (a)   of  this  section  to  be  included  in  the 
Unit  Usage  Report  in  the  lobby  within  10  days  of 
filing,  to  remain  posted  until  the  next  annual  posting, 
and  shall  furnish  each  tenant  with  a  copy. 

(e)  The  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  shall  make  the  report 
readily  available  for  public  inspection. 

(f)  Information,  or  the  proposed  designation  of  legal 
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tourist  units,  contained  in  an  annual  Unit  Usage  Report 
filed  pursuant  to  subdivision   (a)  of  this  Section  may 
be  challenged  by  any  person  within  60  days  of  the 
filing.     The  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  or 
his  or  her  designee  shall  pass  upon  any  such 
challenges.     The  earlier  decision  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Building  Inspection  as  to  the  number  of  legal 
tourist  units  to  which  the  owner  is  entitled,  as  made 
previously  upon  the  filing  of  the  initial  Unit  Usage 
Report,  may  not  be  challenged  unless  for  fraud  or 
mistake  in  the  filing  of  the  initial  Unit  Usage 
Report.     The  number  of  legal  tourist  units  designated 
shall  be  no  greater  than  the  number  of  legal  tourist 
units  to  which  the  owner  is  entitled;   if  it  is 
determined  that  the  number  of  legal  tourist  units 
requested  to  be  designated  exceeds  the  owner's 
entitlement,  the  Superintendent  shall  determine  which 
of  the  units  proposed  as  legal  tourist  units  will  not

(g)  Unless  a  challenge  is  pending,  changes  In  the 

designation  of  legal  tourist  units  shall  take  effect  on

administrative  or  judicial  determination  is  pending  on 
that  date,  the  change  in  designation  shall  instead  take 
effect  30  days  following  the  date  of  final 
determination.

Sec.  41.15.  Remedies 

(a)   Injunctive  Relief  and  Abatement 

(1)  The  conversion  of  any  hotel  unit  or  apartment 
unit  contrary  to  this  ordinance  is  a  public 
nuisance . 

(2)  Any  person  shall  have  standing  to  enjoin  an 
unlawful  conversion  upon  a  showing  that  acts  of 
conversion  have  occurred,   and  may  enjoin  further 
acts  of  conversion;   if  the  conversion  has  occurred, 
the  occupancy  thereof  contrary  to  this  ordinance 
shall  be  terminated,  and  residential  use,  or  in  the 
case  of  conversion  of  an  apartment  unit  the  former 
use,  shall  be  reinstated,  with  rental  terms  and 
initial  rents  equal  to  those  in  effect  immediately 
prior  to  the  conversion.     In  the  case  of  conversion 
of  a  residential  hotel  unit  by  demolition  contrary 
to  this  ordinance,  the  injunctive  relief  granted 
shall  include  construction  of  a  replacement  unit, 
as  provided  in  Section  41.7(a)(1)  or  41.7(a)(2), 
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which  may  be  either  a  residential  hotel  unit  or  an 
apartment  unit,  to  be  made  available  initially  at 
the  same  rental  as  the  unit  demolished,  and  to  be 
made  available  by  right  of  first  refusal  to  any 
displaced  tenant,  with  priority  if  the  right  is  not 
exercised  to  be  given  to  other  prior  tenants  of  the 
unit  demolished,  and  to  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  applying  to  conversion 
of  residential  hotel  units;  or  the  payment  of  the 
amount  which  would  have  been  required  if  the 
conversion  had  been  permitted  and  payment  made 
pursuant  to  Section  41.7(a)(3). 

(3)  The  Department  of  Public  Works  through  the 
Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  may  institute 
abatement  proceedings  against  the  owner  of  record 
pursuant  to  Article  II  of  Chapter  I   (Building  Code) 
of  Part  II  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  to 
abate  any  nuisance  in  violation  of  this  subsection 
and  shall  order  abatement  of  any  such  nuisance 
pursuant  to  subdivision   (2)   of  this  subsection. 

(4)  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall 
also  have  separate  and  independent  standing  to 
maintain  an  action  on  behalf  of  the  public  to 
enjoin,  or  to  enforce  an  order  to  abate,  an 
unlawful  conversion,  whether  or  not  the  conversion 
is  by  demolition,  and  to  obtain  the  relief  provided 
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in  this  section  or  other  appropriate  relief. 

(5)  The  continuance  of  the  illegal  use  of  a 
residential  hotel  unit  or  apartment  unit  converted 
to  illegal  use  in  violation  of  the  Residential 
Hotel  Conversion,  Demolition  and  Change  in  Use 
Ordinance,  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance 
subject  to  abatement  pursuant  to  this  subdivision. 

(6)  All  persons  bringing  suit  or  action 
successfully  under  this  section  shall  be  entitled 
to  costs  and  attorneys  fees. 

(b)  Civil  Damages 

In  addition  to  any  other  legal  remedies,   a  tenant  and 
his  or  her  agents  or  assigns  and  any  other  person 
adversely  affected  by  a  conversion  or  an  act  of 
conversion  of  a  living  unit  in  violation  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  actual  damages 
suffered  as  a  result  of  said  conversion  or  act  of 
conversion  plus  costs  and  attorney's  fees.  Said 
damages  shall  include  the  benefits  which  would  have 
been  allowed  the  tenant  if  the  conversion  had  been 
permitted  under  this  ordinance.     In  case  of  actual 
conversion  and  displacement,   if  fraud,  malice  or 
oppression  is  proved  the  aggrieved  party  shall  be 
entitled  to  recover,   in  addition  to  such  compensatory 
damages,  punitive  damages  in  the  amount  of  five 
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thousand   (5000)  dollars  for  each  unit  so  converted, 
(c)     Civil  Penalties 

(1)     Any  owner  who  maintains  a  nuisance  by 
converting  any  residential  hotel  unit  or  apartment 
unit  protected  by  this  ordinance  without  a  permit 
issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  the  amount  of  three  times  the 
amount  which  would  have  been  paid  to  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Development  Fund  if  the 
conversion  had  been  permitted  and  replacement 
housing  payment  had  been  made  pursuant  to  Section 
41.7(a)(3)   plus  costs  and  attorneys  fees.     If  the 
conversion  is  abated  by  restoration  of  the 
residential  hotel  unit  or  apartment  unit  to  its 
former  use  or  construction  of  a  replacement  unit 
prior  to  judgment  in  an  action  for  abatement  or  to 
recover  this  penalty,  the  owner  shall  instead  be 
liable  for  only  the  amount  which  would  have  been 
paid  pursuant  to  Section  41.7(a)(3)   plus  costs  and 
attorneys  fees.     In  the  case  of  a  conversion  which 
does  not  cause  displacement  and  results  from 
inadvertence,  misunderstanding  of  the  law,  or  the 
acts  of  an  agent  contrary  to  the  principal's 
instructions,  the  penalty  shall  only  apply  if  the 
conversion  is  not  abated  by  restoration  of  the  unit 
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to  its  former  use  or  construction  of  a  replacement 
unit  within  a  reasonable  period.     All  penalties 
collected  pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Residential  Hotel  Preservation 
Fund  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Development  Fund 
for  use  according  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Residential  Hotel  Preservation  Fund. 
(2)     Any  owner,  and  any  agent  of  an  owner  whether

(d)  Criminal  Penalties. 

(1)     Notwithstanding  general  laws  to  the  contrary, 
neither  the  conversion  made  unlawful  by  this 
Chapter  nor  acts  of  conversion  as  defined  in  this 
Chapter  shall  be  subject  to  criminal  penalties  by 
reason  of  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter.     Conversion  of  residential  hotel  units  or 
apartment  units  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance,  in  violation  of  the  Residential  Hotel 
Unit  Conversion  Demolition  and  Change  in  Use 
Ordinance,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  criminal 
penalties  of  that  ordinance  after  February  8,  1981.

(e)  Revocation  and  Suspension  of  Licenses  and  Permits 

(1)  Beginning  April  19,  1981,  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  may  not  issue  a  permit  of 
occupancy  for  a  hotel  subject  to  this  ordinance  if 
the  initial  Unit  Usage  Report,  or  the  required 
annual  Unit  Usage  Report,   in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  chapter,   has  not  been  timely 
filed  with  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  or  if 
one  or  more  residential  hotel  units  in  the  building 
have  been  converted  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

(2)  The  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection 
shall  revoke  the  permit  of  occupancy  of  any 
residential  hotel  for  which  the  initial  unit  usage 
report  or  any  annual  unit  usage  report  is  not  filed 
within  ten  days  following  notice  to  the  owner  of 
record  that  the  report  has  not  been  timely  filed. 
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(3)  The  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection 
shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  conversions  of 
residential  hotel  units  and  apartment  units 
contrary  to  this  ordinance.     The  Superintendent  of 
Building  Inspection  shall  revoke  the  permit  of 
occupancy  of  any  residential  hotel  and  of  any 
building  containing  four  or  more  apartment  units  in 
which  the  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection 
determines  that  the  owners  have  converted  one  or 
more  residential  hotel  units  or  apartment  units 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  institute  abatement  proceedings  against  the 
owner  of  record  pursuant  to  Article  2  of  Chapter  1 
(Building  Code)   of  Part  II  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Code. 

(4)  In  case  of  nonrenewal  or  revocation  of  a 
permit  of  occupancy  pursuant  to  this  section,  the 
owners  may  not  re-rent  vacated  living  units  during 
such  period  of  operating  without  a  permit  of 
occupancy,  nor  attempt  to  vacate  occupied  living 
units.     Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Code,  the  permit  shall  be  reinstated  only 
upon  a  redetermination  that  it  was  not  subject  to 
nonrenewal  or  revocation  under  this  section,  or 
upon  filing  of  the  report,  payment  of  the  civil 
penalties,  or  payment  of  fines  outstanding  because 
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of  failure  to  file  timely,  as  the  case  may  be. 
(5)     If,  as  the  result  of  abatement  proceedings 
instituted  pursuant  to  subdivision   (3)   of  this 
subsection,  a  hotel  remains  without  a  permit  of 
occupancy  for  more  than  60  days  following  the  order 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection 
pursuant  to  Article  2  of  Chapter  1   (Building  Code) 
of  Part  II  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code 
requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisance  and  payment  of 
fines  and  penalties  as  required  by  subdivision  (4) 
of  this  subsection,  without  abatement  of  the 
nuisance  and  payment  of  the  fines  and  penalties 
required  to  be  paid  prior  to  reinstatement,  the 
Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  shall  take 
action  to  abate  the  nuisance  and  to  have  the 
amounts  due  assessed  against  the  parcel  or  parcels 
of  land  upon  which  the  building  is  situated.  The 
Superintendent  shall  render  an  itemized  report  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  showing  the 
amounts  due.     Before  rendering  such  itemized 
report,  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  posted  for  at 
least  5  days  prior  thereto  on  the  property  on  which 
the  building  is  located  and  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  City  Hall  of  the  City  and  County,  together 
with  a  notice  of  time  when  said  report  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
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confirmation.     At  the  time  fixed  for  receiving  and 
considering  said  report,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
whall  hear  the  same,  together  with  any  objections 
which  may  be  raised  by  any  owner  liable  to  be 
assessed  for  the  fines  and  penalties  described  in 
the  said  report,  and  thereupon  may  make  such 
modifications  in  the  report  as  the  board  deems 
necessary,  after  which  by  motion  or  resolution  said 
report  shall  be  confirmed.     The  cost  of  abating  the 
nuisance,  as  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  constitute  a  special  assessment  against  the 
parcel  or  parcels  of  land  and  shall  constitute  a 
lien  on  said  property  for  the  amount  of  said 
assessment.     After  confirmation  of  said  report,  a 
copy  thereof  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Assessor 
and  to  the  Tax  Collector  of  the  City  and  County, 
whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officers  to 
add  the  amount  of  said  assessment  to  the  next 
regular  bill  for  property  taxes  levied  against  said 
parcel  or  parcels  of  land  for  municipal  purposes, 
and  thereafter  said  amount  shall  be  collected  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary 
City  and  County  property  taxes  are  collected,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  and  the  same 
procedure  under  foreclosure  and  sale  in  case  of 
delinquency  as  provided  for  ordinary  property  taxes 
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of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Notwithstanding  the  provision  making  the  cost  of 
abatement  of  a  nuisance  and  payment  of  fines  and 
penalties  a  special  assessment  against  the  property 
whereat  the  same  exists,  said  cost,  as  confirmed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  the  extent  that  the 
same  has  not  been  paid  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  shall  be  a  personal  obligation  of 
the  owner  and  his  heirs,  successors  and  assigns, 
and  said  owner  and  his  heirs,  successors  and 
assigns  shall  be  liable  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  for  the  payment  thereof. 

(6)  No  conditional  use  approval  or  building  permit 
or  license  which  would  permit  conversion  without 
the  required  conversion  permit  may  be  issued  by  any 
city  agency.     Any  permit  discovered  to  have  been 
issued  contrary  to  this  subdivision  shall  be 
revoked  or  terminated  by  the  issuing  agency. 

(7)  The  costs  to  city  agencies  of  investigating 
complaints  and  determining  whether  permits  should 
be  renewed,  issued,  or  revoked,  and  of  obtaining 
judicial  relief  to  affirm  such  determinations 
pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  treated  as  costs 
of  enforcement  of  this  ordinance. 

(8)  The  remedy  provided  by  this  subdivision  is  not 
intended,  and  is  not  to  be  interpreted,  as  an 
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administrative  remedy  of  persons  or  entities 
otherwise  entitled  to  direct  relief  such  as  to  bar 
an  action  by  such  persons  or  entities,  including 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  under  other 
provisions  of  this  section  prior  to  exhaustion  of 
administrative  remedies.
